WASHINGTON, D. C, Dec. 15.— 
David F. Houston. Secretary ot Ag- 
riculture, to-day published his annual 
report for the year 1913. The report 
which contains only 58 pages, differs 
I from previous reports in that, instead 
of, merely reviewing the agricultural 
siftnaltoa, it prosoats . in siimniary 
nany . broad eoonomlc questions. 
Throui^umt the r^ort strimg empha- 
sis is placed, upon cooperation be- 
tween the Department of Agricnltore 
and other FeAenl departrnMnts and 
the State Agricnltural agencies to pro- 
mote co-ordination and eliminate du- 
plication of effort The keynote is 
; getting the Department's information 
i in all fields more directly and in more 
valuableform to Wie people. The fol- 
lowing are summarized statements of 
I the more important subjects and rec- 
j ommendations discussed in this re- 
jport: 

i The Prebiam sf Production. 

! Increased tenancy, absentee owner- 
! ship, soils still depleted and ex- 
i ploited, inadequate business meth- 
] ods, the relative failure to induce a 
I great majority of farmers to apply 
I existing agricultural knowledge, and 
the suggestions of dependence on for- 
eign nations for food supplies warn 
us of our shortcomings and incite us 
to additional efforts to increase pro' 
doetioii. The report states that there 
is no ground for thtnlriag that we 
have yet approximated ttie limit of 
our output ftv>m the s<^ but that 
we have Just begun to - attack the 
problem, and have not reached the 
end of the pioneer stage, and only 
in a few localities have developed 
conditions where reasonably full re- 
turns are secured. We have unmis 
takably reached the period where we 
must think and plan. ' 

Itioraaaaa Aftlcad. 

Increases in tho appropriations for 
the next fiscal >eur are recommended 

as follows: 

2.50,860 for extending the work of 
eradicating animal diseases, feeding 
and breeding live stock, and for dairy- 
ing and tlio enforcement of the meat- 
inspecting lav..

' breeding of new plants, the control 
of plant diseases, and for improving 
the methods of crop production, es- 
I perially cereals. 

! $143,544 for the classification of ag- 
j ricultural lands and the survey of 
i homesteads in the national forests. 
! 160,441 for extending investigations 
of the handling, shipping and storing 
of poultry, -eggs and Ask^ * 

$24,4£p for invepBtigailng fertilizer 
resources, bo^ fertility a|id the chnn- 
ical and physical proptoties ot the 
soil. 

$71,000 for extending investigations 
of insects attacking deelduous fruits, 
cereal and forage oropa. and forest 

trees. 

$90,000 to enforce the migratory- 
bird law. 

$57,000 for gathering crop fore- 
casts and estimates. 

$113,500 for road management and 
road building and maintenance. 

$144,000 for investigations of the 
marketing and distribution of farm 
products. 

$50,000 for live stock and other 
demonstration work in the sugar-eane 
and cotton areas of Ix>uisiana. 

A decrease of $37,340 is made in 
the funds, of the , Weather Bureau, 
\ made possible by the increased effi- 
ciency ^own in haill&ling,its woilt. 

It is reconimended that the Con- 
gressional seed dftitribution as now 
conducted be discontinued, and that 
constructive work, in securing and 
distributing new and valuable seeds 
and plants foe snba^tuted. 

Plan To Re-or0anize The Department 

To promote co-ordination.^ aUow 
greater latitude in carrying out of 
projects', and >-to establish a more 
logical handling ^of regulatoly work 
4md research, investigation and dem- 
onstration work, . the Secretary will 
ask the Gongi^s in the coming esti- 
mates for authority to prepare a plan 
for re-organizing, redirecting and sys- 
temizing the work of the department 
as the increa.se Of economical and 
efficient administration may require. 
This plan would be submitted in the 
fiscal estimates for 1916. It is be- 
lieved that the department can best 
carry on its functions and carry its 
information to the people it seeks to 
serve, probably by having its work 
conducted in five or six main groups 
such a§ a research service, a regula- 
tory service, a State weather service 
and others as special occasion might 
warrant 0 

Promotion Oased ' On ^Cffleency. 

A system of efficiency ratings af- 
jfecting all clerical and sub-clerical 



empIoyeesj^Bpiipaed to eliminate all 
danger or^E^ritii&n iad to, pcovide 
for promotfon entirely upon merit, has 
been estabUshed. t- j ^ - - 

Increased el&clency ^d consldmi- 
ble -econoihy have been gained 
through changes in the handling of 
fiscal matters. 

It is recommended that the depart- 
ment be given authority to increase 
the maximum salary of $4,000 which 
now can be paid to scientific inves- ' 
ygators.* It is pointed out that many 
of the leaders in the department 
could command salaries in many 
cases more than twice what tlmr are 
receiving. 

Changes In Weather Bureau. 

Changes in the organization and 
work of the Weather Bureau have re- 
sulted in increased efficiency and 
economies which make possible a re- 
duction of $37,340 in its funds. Cer- 
tain stations and sub-stations will be 
eliminated and the work of other 
stations not well located for animato- 
logical work will be limited to for- 
casting, crop wanings, flood warnings 
or forecasting. Full co-operation 
with the Hydrographic Office in the 
Navy Department in the publication 
of marine meteorological, charts has 
baM oftected. Investigational work 
at Moult Weather will be discon- 
tinue and steps to make available 
for scl^^c work in more suitable 
locations the funds thus saved, will 
be tikken.' The crop and -flood warn- 
ing service designed to enable crop 
crop growers or those al<mg certain 
waterways to have notice initime to 
take protective measures win he 
strengthened. The scientific work of 
the Bureau will be empathized, espe- 
cially in fields having a direct bearing 
on agriculture, commerce, navigation 
and avlatloB. 

Poatofllee To Aid In Census of Crpp 
Acreage. 

Changes have been made in the or- 
ganization and work of the Bureau of 
Statistics to effect economies and in- 
crease efficiency. It is recommended j 
that the designation of this Bureau ] 
be chani^od to "TJ>e Bureau of Agri- , 
' cultural Forecasts," . which more ac- • 
cuartely defines its functions. Co-op- 1 
eration with the Post Office to test 
the practicability of an annual census ! 
of acreage and stock Uu'ough the ru- 
ral rmite oanlers iiaa been effected. 
A committee on cooperation com- 
posed of representativea. . of various 
branches^ of the department and of 
other Federal departmento wiU, it is 
believed, eliminate duplication of 
work and improve statlitieal results. 
Increased accuracy of crop forecasts 
will be secured through improvement j 
in the field forecasts agents, special ■ 
crop reporting system and the field t 
BMvlee.

"Vv'ho make up the memberhip of 
the organization?" was the next ques- 
tion asked of Mr. Graves. 

"It is open to any tme interested 
in the subject," Mr. dvavea replied. 
"It seems to me that the relation of 
forest insects to forest protection 
touches alflMMt oTeiy onei Of course 
we expeet that new members shall 
bo recommeaded hy the present mem- 
bership, wliich Is made up largely of 
persons who have studied the forest 
problem at first hand. In order, how- 
ever, that the objects of the society 
.shall bo l:f'])» foremost, it is required 
tiiat at least four of the seven offi- 
cers must be chosen from among pro- 
fessional forest entologists. It is ex- 
pected that honorary vice-presidents 
j represent Federal, State and private 
interests will be elected to promote 
I tlie objects of the mrgaaisaUon in 
many localitlea throothoat tiie coun- 
try." 

"How will theie objeeta be at- 
tained?" 

'In the first places the objects of 
the society are lanely educational. 
As la all vasetiona of large public 
importance^ the main idea ia to give 
the public an opportuni^ to know 
last how important they are. In the 
second place, the society will form a 
blearing house for information, and 
its meetings will discuss the most ad- 
vi',!7tr>geouiJ methods of insect control 
T; ko. for example, the ravage of the 
Gypsy ,moth aiid the brown-tall moth 
in the Northeastern States. If we 
can bring about general knowledge of 
these insects and of the harm they 
do. and are able to instill into the 
mind of the individual the necessity 
for and the proper methods of their 
control, how much easier it will be to 
combat them than wbm the work is 
confined only to covsra|aental agen- 
cies!"

THE RAILROADS. 



(New York Bvealac Post.) 

Bstimates of losses to tlie railroads 
caused by the floods, are necessar- 
ily only guesswork as yet. They are 
put at from $35,000,000 to $50,000,- 
000; and the sum does not seem un- 
reasonable when one remembers the 
number of bridges destroyed, the 
miles of track washed away, the other 
physical property wiped out, besides 
the loss caused by demOTalization of 
train service, delays, extraordinary 
outlay and the future diminution of 
transportation business from the .ru- 
ined districts. Now, we should like 
to ask the physical valuation men 
what place hi thehr calcnlattona they 
resenre for such unforseeable and 
enormous impairments of railway 
property. Will they undertake the 
role of an earthly Providence, and 
tell the managers just what the av 
erage loss will be from disasters ol 
this kind, over a period of years? Or. 
granting tliat increased capital ex- 
penditure warrants higher freight 
charges, would they say that the 
tiling for the railroads to do would be 
to imposo hi^ilier rate.-; at the very 
•moment whiMi the people in the af- 
flicted territory are least able to pay 
them? Such qoeatloiia go to the heart

Twenty-two months without food 
is the reeoid wideh has been estab- 
lished by Princess, a python twenty- 
one feet long, in the New York Zoo- 
ologlcal Park.

"Those English Suffragates are not 
in it with Princess," said Charles 
Snyder, keeper of the reptiles and 
chief assistant of Raymond L. Dit- 
mars, curator, when speaking recent- 
ly of his latest attempt to get the 
; serpent to eat. Snyder saya it te. 
twenty-two months since Princess 
suddenly decided to mAre the coat ctf 
living problem in the reptile house 
by going on a fiat 

"Majrbe she wanted to go hack to 
SUigapore,** said the keeper. Or aUb 
may have wanted to get out like the 
SufTragettc^. Why, Mrs. Pankhurst 
and Zelie Emerson are aauitears 
alongside Princess." 

In all the time of her feast the big 
phyton has not lost a pound in her 
weight. She is as active as ever, and 
her temper has not been noticably 
different than when she first came to 
Uie park from the Far East. Snyder 
said it was no unusual thing for a 
python to go without food for a month 
or two at certain seasons of the year. 
But when the feast was broken a 
forty-pound pig generally furnished 
sustance for at least another month. 

The pythons are night eaters, riot 
Gaynor "guzzlers." They are used 
to foraging for food, so the keeper 
declared, in the evening hours or in 
the early m<Miiing. Every time an 
attempt has been made to feed Prin- 
cess it haa been after sundown. 

On Saturday night Snyder thought 
Princess had shown signs of falling 
off the "hunger wagon." He brought 
out a rabbit that liad been killed 
only a few minutes belore. '

The tragic death of King George, 
of Greece, who was shot through the 
heart while walking in the ttreets of 
Salonica, recalls a remark which his 
Majesty once made to the effect that 
he b«UeTed it w«a fats to die at the 
hands of the assassin. This was after 
a deliberate attempt to kil Ihim on 
Februar 7 26, 1898, when he was shot 
at while (living wifli his danihter. 
Princess Marie. 

The determination of MMUWins of 
Royalty is one of the most remarka- 
ble features of these dastardly crimes. 
No fewer than three attempts were 
made on the life of King Humbert, 
of Italy. On November 17, 1878, ten 
mcnths afier his accession to the 
throne, a man attempted to stab him 
with a dagger, the King escaping 
with a slight scratch. Tlie eeond 
unsuccessful attempt was In 1897, 
when a wukmmm itnek «t Urn with 
a dagger whjle he wsto drtring to the 
raoee, the murder's lilow being again 
arerted. Three years later, however, 
the assassin Bresci accomplished his 
fell j>urpo3e by shooting King Hum- 
bert at Monza. 

The Emeror Francis Joseph, of 
Austria, haj reason lo Le givatly em- 
bittered against assassins, for not 
only was his wife, the Empress Eliza- 
beth, was fatally stabbed while walk- 
ing from her hotel at Geneva in 1898, 
but twice attempts have been made 
on his own life. In 1853 a tailor nam- 
ed Libeny tried to stab the monarch 
in the neck, his knife sliding down 
the military cravat of the Emperor's 
uniform, only a slight woim^d being 
inflicted, wliile in U82 he was shot at 
by a youth naito (hrerdank, the 
sboi-.

Four Czars of Russia have been 

assassinated, the last being Alexan- 
der II, in 1881. Six attempts were 
made on Uiis monarch's life before 
the fatal end. On one occasion he 
only escaped through the barrel of 
the assassin's pistol bursting, while 
in 1866, when the dinner hall of the 
winter palace was wrecked by an ex- 
plosion from the cellars, the Emperor 
owed his life to the fact that the com- 
pany did not sit down to dinner at 
i the usual hour, and so the explosion 
was ineffective. Ultimately Alexan- 
der was blown to pieces with nitro- 
glycerine wliile driving through St 
Petersburg on March 18, 1881. 

Three attempts have been made on 
the life of the presoat Csar, the last 
being in IMS^ whea MUbratbig what 
is known as the Twelfth Day Festi- 
val. A pavilion had been erected in 
front of the Winter Palace, and after 
the Czar and Grand Duke had fin- 
ished prayers in this pavilion, a sa- 
lute of grins was fired from the for- 
tress of St. PetCi* opposite the palace 
on the the other side of the River 
Neva. To the consternation of the 
atf^n'^'.nts. the pole of t'.;" banner 
over tlie pavilion was broktru in two, 
while the windows of the palace were 
shattered. It was afterward discov- 
ered that one of the guns from the 
fortress had been loaded by an im- 
known liand. 

Three attempts were made to kill 
Queen Victora, while twice an assas- 
sin tried to tales the life <^ the late 
King Edward, bnt without success. 
The last oecaakm was in IMO, when 
Sipido tried to shoot King Edward at 
Brussels. 

Pertiap the mast narrow escape 
which Queen Victoria had was when 
her life was attempted by Roderick 

Maclean in 1882 at Windsor Station. 
Had he been a little more cool or a 
more excellent shot, this assailant 
would most certainly have succeeded

Fur 
thermore, an undergrowth of weeds 
Invites the dumping of garbage and 
manure by offering concealment, of 
which fact careless and thoughtless 
people are prone to take advantage, 
thus increasing the facilities of in- 
sect breeding and providing these 
insects carriers with proper material 
for disease transmission. Good road 
also prevent disease by providing good 
draUtage. Many terms have no 
means of draiimca eseapt by ditches 
almig roadways. Opan dtteaea, clear 
of bmah and debris, with hardened 
amteee and proper fall, afford the 
farms the oj^rtunity of ridding 
themselves of many a stagnant pool. 
The removal of weeds, proper road 
grading, surface hardening and oiling 
insures prompt drainage of all pool, 
ditch and surface water, removing 
the possibility of insect brf^eders, for 
none can multiply without moisture. 
Road oiling in itself is destructive of 
insect larvae, especially mosquitoes — 
a well-known fact.

IMarKetfng. 

In many direction further produc 
Uoa w;t^ttcs Oft better disltribution, 
aad the field o( distnietion presents 
problems which raise in very grave 
ways the simple issue ol justice. Un- 
der existing conditions tue farmer 
does not get what he should for his 
porduct; the consumer is required to 
pay unfair price, and unnecessary 
burdens are imposed under the exist- 
ing systems of idstribution. No one 
jean see off-hand just what part of the 
burden is due to lack of systematic 
planning or inefficiency, economic 
waste, or to unfair manipulation. The 
report outlines the project /4n this 
fieia ss covering marketing suveys, 
metbodji and costs of marketing, in- 
ctndlng aTallable market supplies in 
i^vhig prodastfoa rates, demand at 
consuming caBters, cdd and other 
methods oC storage, marketing sys- 
tems and prices, sad costs of whole- 
sale and r^ail distribution of farm 
products Other strides in this 
brance included: Investigation of 
transportation problems and the elim- 
ination of waste in shipment, study 
of city marketing and distribution, 
i study of grades, ana finally co-opera- 
tive production and marketing. The 
necessity for standardizing agricul- 
tural products as a prerequisite to 
proper marketing is given special 
emphasis. The adoption and univer- 
sal application of one uniform stand- 
ard for cotton would result in great 
simpllficvtion of all transactions and 
do away with the complex methods 
of figuring boyani' UaUto. tactical- 
ly the same rsaalts would foUow and 
the same evils would be removed if 
standard grades for com aad were 
univesrally adopted. 

The individual farmer acting alone 
is helpless before tlie problems of 
rural credit and ot marketing. Con- 
centrated action does not mean that 
an organization shall attempt to es- 
tablish a closed market and to fix the 
prices This should be condemned as 
strongly In OM ieM of tadostrr •» in 
any oth«r. 

It is recommended that provision

./hen all necessary allowance has 
been msde f<Mr these fundammital 
tuctoi^ it ia probably clear that the 
i'ural conunnhitiM are pai as ' eflSci- 
ently Mvred as they should be by ex- 
isUns finakDCial arrangements. Long- 
time loans are needed for permanent 
L vestments, such as the pnrehase 
price of a farm for the^ erection* of 
uuildings. It is wise economy t^ en- 
courage the extension of credit for 
safe productive use, and no less wise 
to discourage the use of capital 
aiong non-pro Juctive or speculative 
lines. The rapid increase in farm 
talaes and the difficulties in secur- 
ing laud h&s given impetus to the im- 
portance of devisinf? farm loans on 
icrms such as will enable the produc- 
-ers to make the necessary payments 
on the interest and principal, so far 
as possible, from Ui« reCvnis of the 
land itself. 

The report also discusses- short- 
time loans, building and loan associa- 
tions, land debentures, land mortgage, 
banks andi vailous other domestic 
an dforeign metohds of mfal Inyest- 
ment and credit mechanisms. There 
does not ^pear to be heed for ynique 
or special legislation or for legisla- 
tion which shall aim to give the far- 
mer credit on easier terms than any 
other members of society. What is 
needed is the creation of conditions 
and machinery which shall enable him 
on similar credit foundations to se- 
cure money at the same rates as 
those liiat prevail for othrer classes 
and for -^ther sections. 

Other Rural Organization Problems. 

Even though the problem of how 
the farmer can best sell his product 
and can improve the conditions under 
which he can sell his product and 
can improve the conditions under 
which he can secure the necessary 
capital were solved, there would still 
remain vital things to be aocomplish- 
ed before rural life can be made ful- 
ly efficient, profitable, healthful, pleas- 
urable and attracttre, and before a 
larger disposition to remain on the 
farm develops. Good rdads are pre- 
requisite for better marketing, for 
better schools, and for more comfort- 
able rural living. Better sanitation 
and hygiene in the home, in the 
school and in the community are just 
as vital for the rural community as 

;for the urban.

Satisfic- 
tory progress haa been madei in a 
•tudy to disoover meaiis whereby the 
breeding of flies iii manttre may be 
prevented without lessenhug iU ferti- 
lising value. 

Soil Surveys. 

The value of the soil survey work 
will b<> enhanced by giving preced- 
ence in surveys to those States 
which offer active co-opel-ation. Nine- 
teen States durine; tne past year have 
entered into this plan.- Reconnais- 
sance surveys will be confined to 
classification of agricultural lands in 
the National Forests and the unde- 
veloped areas of the commonity . 

The Farm Woman.' 

To gain iniormation that would en- 
able the Department better to serve 
rural women, the Secretary address- 
ed letters of inpuiry to the women on 
55,000 selected farms covering every 
county. Other surveys and studies 
were also conducteO. Analysis of the 
small port of the letters as yet di- 
gested shows that farm women de- 
sire assistance in all phases of home 
management, especially as to ways of 
sccurhig running water, intorducing 
houshold poww^aeliihery and labor- 
saving arrangements, and providing 
better hygienic and sanhary condi- 
tiona. Many seek adviee aa to the 
batter making of the articles of pro- 
met Others ask the Department 4o 
prove to the man that their won is 
worth something in dollars and cents. 
The overworked women and children 
and difficulty of securing domestic 
help are mentioned by a number of 
the writers. These letters have fur- 
nished valuable suggestions for con- 
structive work in this field. The De- 
partment believes that intelligent 
help to women in matters of home 
management will contribute directly 
to the agricultural success of the 
farm. It proposes, ^ therefore, to ask 
Congiess for means and authority to 
make more complete studies of do- 
mestic conditions on the farm, to ex- 
periment with labor-saving devices 
antf methods, and to study comj^^A^ 
the question of practical saaitatipa 
and hygienic protection for the farm 
and family. 

Reiaions With State Colleges and 
Stations. 

To eliminate dupUeation of elfort 
and fn<^on^and toing about greater 
eo-orflinaion between the State land 
grant colleges and experiment sta- 
tions and the Department, several 
conferences were held with repre- 
sentatives of these institutions. The 
Executive Committee and the Secre- 
tary signed a memorandum formu- 
lating certain views. In substance, 
this memorandum holds that the De- 
pailmenfs primary function i.s to nn- 
dertakc the study of problems and 
regulatory work hat are more partic- 
larly regional, interstete and inter- 
national in character and that upon 
the station should rest the responsi- 
bility of investigating problems witli- 
iu is State. Provision is made for 
union effort where co-operation seems 
necessary. Committees on projects 
and correlation of worit, relations and 
publication of research will be ap- 
picrinted to iMing about closer rela- 
tions. It was agreed that the exten- 
sion and demonstration service 
thoui^ which informaticm is carried 
directly tQ the people should should 
be administered under the immediate 
direction of the colleges; that exten- 
si<m ^i^'vice projects maintained by 
Federal funds should be entered upon 
only a'fter mutual approval by the de- 
partment and the colleges, and that 



E*e4eral funds be dtotribnteil^aiid ex- 
pended i|a<er^si^r.Fi4^i«4!W0^ 
and that fluteBMba apiM'opriamM by 
the States be under State ' control.. 
The Congress will be aafced tp pro- 
vide necessary legislation, which is 
embodied in the Smith-Lever bill to 
establish machinery for extemdon 
work throughout the States,^ Ining 
about a decentralization in this work 
and enable the Department to con- 
duct this service with the full co-op 
eration of the agricultural colleges. 
Legislation whereby the department, 
the colleges and the stations may co- 
ordinate their resesTh activities and 
avoid duplication o work should be 
enacted. The Department is of the 
opinion that in the administration of 
the Hatch and Adams Acts, it will re- 
gard unwarranted change in the per- 
scmael and unnecessary interruption 
of projects as calling for inquiry and 
possibly warranting the withMding 
of funds. 

> Federal Road. Polkiea. 

There has heen. a steady movement 
for better roads during the past 20 
years, and today 34 States have high- 
way commissioin or some other State 
highway agency. The total annual 
expenditure of the State for con- 
struction and maintenance of roads 
which ten years ago amounted to but 
$2,000,000, has grown to $43,00,000 
in 1912. The F'ederal Government 
should take the lead in investigation- 
al and experimental work, and there 
is need for a central agency which 
can furnish best information on all 
problems of road building and main- 
tenance. Recently Congress made an 
appropriation of $600,000 for im- 
proving post roads, ezpenditore to be 
contingent on the appropriatioa of 
double the amount of m<mey by the 
State or local subdivision. It Federal 
aid is to be furather extended in 
highway developm^fent, legislation to 
that end should incorporate this co- 
operative principle. The Federal 
Government should deal with the 
State as the lowest unit, through an 
expert highway commissioner as its 
agency. The plan should provide for 
maintenance as well as constructio.i. 
Prefer«ttce should be given to the im- 
provement of roads over which pro- 
prdducts ihrpm farms can be taken to 
the nearest' railway station. A 
scheme ef foad construction and 
maintenance within a State should be 
developed and mutually agreed upon. 
Money appropriated by the Federal 
Government should be apportioned 
on the basis of such factors as total 
population, farm population, area, 
taxable valuation, and mileage.

Power and Recreational Permlta in 
the National Forests. 



• The National Forests are being 
claesiHed 'to segregate lands valuable 
for agrfenlture and to establish per- 
manent boimdaries for timber pro- 
duction and water proteetlon. The 
earnings from timber sales and oth- 
er sources increased $300,000, or 16 
per cent, over 1912. The fw^ts 
should produce all the timber they 
can and supply the public ;ieed at 
lowest possible cost under conditions 
that protect , the public against mo- 
nopoly. 

Seve.U> six watt*r-power projects 
have been developed and thirty more 
are under consideratio.i. The law 
permitting only a revocable franchise 
should be changed to allow a 50-year 
permit for power purposes, uuder 
provisions protecting the investor 
and the public. 

Future use of the 167,000,000 acres, 
which does . not iaterfere with more 
important employment, should be en- 
couraged; the people should get the 
highest net total of recreational and 
other bene.it from them. Plftewi 
thou;sand special permits for various 
purposes are in force, and last year 
over 1.500.000 visitors made recre- 
ational use of the forests. Legisla- 
tion Is needed to allow term permits 
for the construction of hotel and cot- 
tages, and for certain recreatio>ial 
use of the forests, with safeguards 
against damage, vandalism and con- 
tamination of water. Twelve hun- 
dred cities and towns now draw their 
water supply from these watersheds. 
Adequate legal authority to prevent 
water pollution and permit sanitary 
regulation .gf watersheds is sorely 
ncwded. 

The Crop Oytloek. 

Special emphasis is laid on the 
fact that that the hgures for the 
crops quoted are estimates, and it is 
pointed out that this fact should be 
constantly kept in mind. From the 
estimates at hand* it appears that 
the production of crops in 1913 was 
materially below the average, the 
yield per acre of all crops combined 
being smaller than in any year in the 
past decade with the exceptioa of 
The com crop, the most valu- 
able prbduet of this country, accord- 
ing to the esUmat^, fell below 2,500.- 
000,000' bushels, which is smaller 
thanany crop, since 1903. Wheat 
production, with an estimated total 
of 753,000,000 bushels, is the largest 
ever recorded in this country. This 
crop was matured before the drought 
became effective. Brief mention is 
made as to crop conditions through- 
out the world. Fro mthe estimates 
it appears that there were increased 
areas sown to wheat, oats, barley, 
ryo and ( orn. and that the wheat 
acreage bus iirobably yielded a record 
frut-turn. Barley. oat,s and rye are 
boujitiful crops, but corQ wU 1 prob- 
ably give the poorest results in , im) 
years. ^ „
